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1 . Claims 2, 33, 34 and 35 are pending. Claims 24 and 25 have been amended. 
Claims 1, 3 through 32, and 36 through 38 have been canceled. Applicants' claim to 
priority from provisional application 60/433,634 filed December 13, 2002 is 
acknowledged. Applicants' amendments and arguments filed February 16, 2009 have 
been entered and carefully considered 

Prior Rejections 

2. With regard to the prior rejection of claims 1,5, 15 and 18 under the 35 U.S.C. 
102(a) and (e), Applicants have cancelled claims 1, 5, 15 and 18 outright, and have 
recited allowable claim 2 as the base claim for remaining claims 33, 34 and 35, thereby 
claiming only disclosed compounds comprising a piperidinyl-cyclopropyl and 
azabicyclo[3.2.1]octyl-1H-benzimidazole-cyclopropyl core structures. Therefore, the 
rejection of claims 1 , 5, 15 and 18 as anticipated by Ko et al. is hereby withdrawn. 

3. The claimed invention is neither anticipated, nor obvious over, the prior art.
